stock, the outstanding cheques and, 
as it happened, owing to shipment ‘of 
hogs to Merritt, and some cars . of 
hay to Edmonton, a debtor balance 
lat the Merchants Bank of Canada of 
$309.16. Remittances to balance 
‘this amount had in the ordinary 
course of business come jn alter 
the books were closed. The differ- 
ence between the assets and liabili- 
ties showed a disposable balance of 
$547.12, which the directors had de- 
cided to deal with in the following 
manner: By paying a 5 per cént. 
dividend to the subscribers who had 
paid their calls, to date, absorbing 


$22.25; by the allocation in stock of | 


14 per cent. of the business done on 
the 5.per cent. basis pro rata among 
the patrons of the company, requir- 
fing $411.88 (which sum would be 
‘transferred to capital account); and 
\by the creation of a reserve fund of 
$112.99 (which represented the profit 
on the business done outright), mak- 
ing a total of $547.12. 

There had been a business of ap- 
| proximately $32,377.00. The state- 
| ment of income and: expenditure 
showed what business had been done 
‘in the different fanm prcducts. 
$27,630.20 has been done in hogs 
alone as against $24,673.43 in the 
previous six months, showing an in- 
crease’ in that branch of the business 
of $2,965.77. There had beer done 
an almost equal amount of business 
in hides in the two periods, but, 


|with the exception of $44 .05 more 


done in wheat, there had been a 
considerable decrease in the amount 
of grain handled, owing to the de- 
pressed market . prices. ’ 
A small amount of oats, etc., had 
Tbeen placed ‘locally for the farmers 
who cared to do business on the 5 
per cent. basis, the oats at 25 cents 
per bushel, but otherwise the pre- 
vailing prices had discouraged them 
from bringing the. grain in. 

During the period they had pre- 
pared and passed upon the by-laws 
of the company, which were now 
ready and available for distribution.

No obligation whatever attached to 
this. A. P. C. or ‘phone to. the Sec- 
retary. -If they sold elsewhere, to 
keep his accounts accurate would be 
all that would be required. 

Why should not every farmer who 
has hay or hogs or grain to sell, not 
at least let the company know of it. 
When answering equiries, making up 
cars, and when quoting, the office 
work would be greatly facilitated if 
the Secretary but knew what was in 
the country for disposal. If you 
have hay or hogs for shipment, let 
him know it. If you are specializing 
in seed grain, let the Farmers’ Co- 
Operative, Limited, have samples 
and prices. 

The directors believe that they can 
perform a real service for the far- 
mers in finding new markets and in 
maintaining those they have get. 
They had been able during the period 
to pay the top price for hogs and tlte 
going price for all the produce 
‘handled. -Practically all of the hogs 
‘had been bought on the three per 
cent. deduction, and 14 per cent. was 
now being returned in stock to the 
patrons. Four of them, Messrs. R. 
Leithead, R. Gunymow, Elias Vin- 
cent and Chris. White had earned for 
themselves a paid up ten dollar share 
in the company, and Mr. Geo. Parker 
Penhold, had earned in the same way 
two shares of the value of twenty 
dollars. 

If the company has the reasonable 
support of the farmers in the future 
that stock was as good as_ cash, 
and in proportion as the company 
succeeded, so that stock would rise 
in value. 

The step of allocating the profits in 
stock had been decided the simplest

‘business house here, Fraser & Gaetz, 
refused to sign. They claimed a 
road wasn’t necded. between here and 
Leslieville. But now Fraser & Gactz 
own an auto and they are shouting 
for a road to Leslieville, and Skin- 
‘ner beats the tin drum. This road 
to Leslieville is still needed, but ‘not 
| nearly so much needcd as two years 
ago, as the railway is now here. 
Fraser & ,Gaetz will say they paid 
heavy to bring freight over that. 
road, but who indirectly paid that 
freight? The settler, so what do they 
care. Of course, the petition which 
was sent in two years ago was turn- 
ed down by the Silton government. 
They didn’t even deem it worth while 
to say whethet they received it or 
not, and it is-to bé*hoped that Mr.

across the Clearwater is at Dover 
Court. Would not'a bridge across 
the: Clearwater and the’ trade of 
these seventy-five families or more 
help the town? Yes, but never a 
word from Skinner. Last fall these 
settlers decided to build a bridge for 
themselves, then H. L. Gactz butted 
in and was going to get them help 
from Sifton. Now it is too late for 
them to build the bridge, and the 
pocketbook full of money Gaetz was 
going to get from his nice friend 
Arthur Sifton hasn't showed up. 
Many more horses will be lost by 
venturesome settlers who ‘will try to 
get into town by fording the river, 
but then the loss of these horses 
will help the news columns of the 
Blind Guide, but the settler will 
stand the loss; and Sifton, ‘‘if.’ he 
is still in power will still say there 
is no use in helping the _ settler.

A represeatative of The News rop- 
ed in the President of the local Lib-;

Another week of the Present  ses- 
sion has passed, the debate. on _ the 
Speceh from the Throne is finished, 
and two days have been devoted to 


routine. Next week is likely to be- 
the first week of really legislative 
business. Many Liberals appear to 


regard the debate on the Specch from 
the Throne as a needless waste of 
time, but it is doubtful if any time 
is better spent than that which is 
devoted by the Opposition to .a 
searching exposure of the present. 
Government. In this respect’ the Qp- 
position have performed a service to 
the country the value of which it is 
impossible to overestimate. 

Only a single member of the Gov- 
ernment side, outside of the actual 
cabinet, spoke during the past week 
in defence or support of the Admin- 
istration. It raquired all the ingenu- 
ity of the Government to defend its 
record; and .the end of the debate 
left the Sifton aggregation of near 
statesmen bleeding freely from their 
wounds, likely to prove running sor- 
es for which,.there is no healing. 

Even on the Liberal side there isa 
gennine admiration and respect for 
the ability and strength of the Op- 
position. The Premier has been less 
effective this session than ever be- 
fore, and his weapons of insolent 
sarcasm and = screaming contempt 
have fallen stranzely flat upen mem- 
hers and crowded galleries alike. The 


situation is a diflieult one for the 
Premier, for he is up .against the 
tragic and stunning failure of — his 


own efforts to settle the Alberta and 
Great Waterways tangle.

Dunean by cheque a sum of 
$6000 for purchase’ of cattle, why 
not make him out a cheque for the 
total appropriation of $240,000 made 
last year for agriculture, and let him 
have the joy of spending it? 

The Sifton Government is mn an 
untenable position. There is no har- 
mony or agreament among” them, 
and there is no consistency with their 
association together. The man who 
made the deal with the A. & G. W. 
company, and the man who confis- 
cated it, are respectively Premier 
and Attorney-General. The latter 
disappeared as soon as he had taken 
his seat'in the chamber and has not 
been scen since. John R. Boyle, 
who first of all tried to get the 
solicitorship of the A. & G. W. 
Company, and failed, then” got sore 
and became a leader in the insurgent 
movement, is also in the cabinet 
with the Attorney-General for whom 
he has no tender feelings and who 
in turn has no particle of love for 
him. Then there is Duneén Marshall.

Common Sense Talk 


ar pete 
On Mixed Farming 

Right now, before he decides tpou: 
what crops he will put in this spring. 


is the time for the Alberta farmer 
to figure on what extent he will go 
into livestock feeding during the 
winter of 1913-14. Last year the 
out-turn of wheat from the — province 
showed a decrease, while oats pro- 
duction took a decided leap. This 
encouraging sign should be even 
more evident dufing the coming 
season. Western Canada foremost 
livestock expert states that as an 


‘wll ‘round feed oats cannot be beat- 


en, and nowhere can better crops 
be grown than in Alberta. Every 
Alberta farmer should consider oats 
his leading crop, but he should not 
be satisfied with simply raising the 
grain: he should cut some green for 
fodder and utilize the balance of his 
crop for chop and feed every ounce 
of it right on his place. 

The Alberta farmer should get no 
idea that livestock feeding operations 
require elaborate or expensive plants. 
There is not a single district in the 
province where stock cannot be win- 
tered out-of-doors, in facet, those 
who have fed both inside and out- 
side say that the animals do much 
better in the open. Cattle, hogs and 
sheep will well repay those fattening 
them during the winter, even if the 
feeding stock has to be purchased. 
Agriculturists here may get many 
profitable lessons by studying the ex- 
periences of ,hushandmen in the older 
districts ; our soil is probably the 
most fertile in the world, but theré 
is no use trying to fool. ourselves in- 
to thinking that it will stand con- 
tinuoas cropping to grain aad give 
paying crops forever without fertili- 
zation. In addition to this is the 
facet that .mixed farming pays a 
continuous income ; those who have 
practised it in Alberta have found 
the svstem good. 

For instance, a farmer writing to 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, the 
other day, in the course of his 
letter said, ‘‘A mixed farmer always 
has something to sell if it is only a 
pig or some butter. It is ‘surprising 
how. handy‘the price of a good hog 
comes in when you go to pay your 
store bill, and, again, it is sometim- 
es a $500 team of horses that makes 
the mixed farmer smile,. because gen- 
erally it is the straight grain grower 
who is the buyer.’’ The same day 
came a Ictter to the same Company 
from a farmer in Towa, who has 
bought a section here and is coming 
up in the spring. He said, in part, 
‘“T want you to have six or eight 
high grade dairy cows and some 
brood sows ready to turn over to 
me when I arrive. I don’t want to 
have to wait until I get a crop, be- 
fore my land starts to make money 
for me , I’m going to start right in 
making, money from the day I ar- 
rive.’”’ He is an experienced farmer 
and knows the right way to conduct 
his business. ; 


Every Alberta farmer \houla make’ 


up his mind that this year he is 
going to raise some stock ; get some 
brood sows, dairy cows, feeder eat} 
tle or sheep, and start in right ndw, 
to figure n raising the feed for 
them. Those in the districts where 
it has proven successful should cer- 
tainly start a plot of alfalfa , those 
to the north can rely upon the nat- 
ive hay for parffof the ration.\ Oats 
and barley, the former either green 
or ripe, and the an for chop, 
give big crops in alljparts of the 
provinee. When ~ berta farmere 
make up their minds to ship othing 
from their farms except their wheat, 
and feed everything else, they will 
be in a position to laugh at frost or 
anything :else that threatens the 
crops. Any farmer who -wishes ad- 
vice regarding the feeding or breed- 
ing of live stock, may receive same 
free of any charge by applying to 
the Department of Natural Resourc- 
es, Canadian Pacific Railway, Cal- 
gary, Alberta.

A Parcel Past 
aystem for Canada 


Postmaster-General is Making a 
Thorough Study of Whole Ques-: 
tion With a View to Establishing 
System in This Country. 


Mr. Pelletier’s Announcement 


The announcement by Hon. L. P. 
Pelleticr, Postmaster-General, in the 
House of Commons, that Canada is 
to have a system of ,parcel ‘post, 
is one of the most important dec- 
larations of policy made in many 
years. Parcel post benefits have al- 
ready been conferred upon the people 
of many other countries, and an ex- 
periment is being made in the Unitr 
ed States. 

STUDYING RESULTS. 

Mr. Pelletier's statement. shows 
that he is taking up the question 
from a sane businesslike standpoint 
and will acquint himself with the re- 
sults of systems already established 
before finally determining upon the 
system to be adopted in this coun- 
try. His object is to work out a 
system by which not only those dis- 


tricts now served by the express 
companies, but other. districts as 
well, will be served by the parvel 


post. 

COMPREHENSIVE SCHEME. 

It will mean that wherever there is 
a post office some of the advantages 
of the parcel post will be felt, al- 
though it is not thought feasible to 
have each post office the centre of a 
parcel post zone as in the United 
States. Nor is it likely that the 
scheme can be worked out on a flat 
rate basis. 

BUSINESS BASIS. 

The intention of the Postmaster- 
Generdl is to work out a plan by 
which a fair share of the parcel car- 
riage business of the country will 
be done ‘through the post office. 
This will probably be brought about 
by some arrangement with the rail- 
ways so ‘that all the paying business 
will not be left to the express com- 
panies. Mr. Pelletier will have his 
plans completed, before he makes his 
final announcement. 


Billion Dollar Trade 
Year for Gandda 


How Canada is Prospering 


Figures for the last month of the 
calendar year justify the prediction 
by the Minister of Finance that this 
is to be a billion dollar year in the 
trade of Canada. The December 
figures complete the returns for the 
ninth month period of the 
year. During December last the 
aggregate trade of Canada reached 
the amount of $94,845,000, as 
against $76,904,000 in December, 
1911. The inerease thus is over 23 
per cent. 


TWENTY-FOUR PER CENT. 


During the nine months ending De- 
cember 3] last the aggregate trade 
was $808,460,000. The trade during 
the corresponding period of 1911 was 
$647,519,000, the increase thus being 
24 per cent. 


INCREASE BOTH WAYS. 


Imports entered for consumption 
last December were $51,142,000, as 
against $43,424,000 in December, 
1911. The increase thus is 17 per 
cent. The imports for the nine 
months were $4096,692,000, as against 
$382,541,000 in the corresponding 
period of 1911, the increase being 30 
per cent. 

Exports during December last 
were $38,658,000, an increase of 25 
per cent. over the $30,889,000 of De- 
eember, 1911. For nine months end- 
ing December 3], 1911, the exports 
of domestic produce were $278,652,- 
000, and of foreign produce $28,873,- 
000. The corresponding figures for 
the preceding year were $226,895,000 
and $17,853,000 respectively, so that 
here again there has been an increase 
of over 22 per cent.

Dredging Probe Starts 


Public Accounts Committee 
Taking Evidence as |to Al. 
leged Collusion Among’the 
Tenderers - 


The public accounts committee 
opened this week an enquiry into 
the dredging contracts of the Laur- 
ier government which amounted in 
all to the fat sum of thirty million 
dollars in ten years. When the com- 
mittee opened, the members of the 
notorious Liberal ‘‘blocking brigade’ 


were on hand to choke off the in- 
quiry. In the old regime they had 
for years sat on the lid and perrist- 
ed in chloroforming all investiga- 
tion. They objected to every for. 
ward move of the committee, put 
despite their protests the inquiry wot 
well under way. ) 


GEORGIAN BAY WORK. 


The investigation opened with a 
probe into the operation of compan 
ies doing work in the Georgian 
Bay harbors. Evidence was offered 
In support of the allegation that 
there was collusion between firms i. 
fixing prices, and that while there 
was supposed to be competition, as 
a matter of fact the prices were 
“‘fixed’’ between the firms. 

‘T. S. Pratt, manager of the Cana- 
dian Dredging Company, the first 
witness called, testitied that the seo- 
retary of thé company, F. S. Grant, 
was also secretary of the local 
Midland Liberal executive, while an- 
Other shareholder, Mr. White, was 
President of the Liberal Association 
of the same town. 


SAME HANDWRITING. 

Tenders were produced which show- 
ed, according to expert: evidence, 
that these from different frms: were 
all written in the same hand-writ- 
ing, that of Mr. Grant. A. EB. 
Payne, a hand-writing expert, testi- 
fied that the tenders signed by the 
different firms were all written by 
Mr. Grant. Grant and other Liber- 
als were also interested in the Con- 
tinental Dredging Company, and a 
tender for work done at Chicoutimi, 
Quebec, was also produced. The ten- 
der was signed by C. J. Smith, pres- 
ident. The envelope in which the 
same was delivered to the depart- 
ment Mr. Payne testified was in thc 
handwriting of Grant. The figures 
in the tenders Mr. Payne also swor 
without hesitation were Grant's.

HOGS, POULTRY 


[Tho Farmers of Central Alberta are 
Securing Big Returns From 
Mixed Farming 
Mr. J. L. Porte, Publicity Commis- 
a@loner for Central Alberta in the 
course of an interview given, in the 
Globe during the Toronto Exhibition, 

eaid: 

“While Central Alberta can and 
ldoes produce splendid crops of 
(wheat, aggregating millions of bushels 
annually, the conditions. are pecullar- 
ily’ favorable to mixed farming, and 
iit is the advantages fn this direction 
‘that render the district more desir- 
able than other portions of the west 
jand that have led our farmers into 
‘the saner ways of doing things. It 
is generally recognized. by our farmers 
that where conditions are so favorable 
for growing grain, hay, roots and 
vegetables, for the production of fod- 
der crops, and for the cheap handling 
of cattle, all on the same farm, better 
results can be obtained from mixed 
farming, under which the quality of 
the land improves, than that of ex- 
clusive wheat-growing, under which 
the land must inevitably deteriorate. 

“In the case of cattle, it is contend- 
ed by our farmers that beef can be 
raised at less expense in Central Al- 
‘Derta than almost any other part of 
Canada. Mr. E. B. Snider of Daysland, 
who settled there from South Dakota, 
for several years has had from fifty 
to one hundred head of ‘cattle and 
made a profit on every animal. He 
Goes not stable them at all, letting 
them eat in the winter around the oat 
stacks, and he finds that in this way 
he has very little expense in fatten- 
ing. 


Dairying Making Men Rich 

“As regards dairying, it is no less 
profitable, and I can give you a num- 
ber of instances of where farmers 
have mado a good thing out of it 
Hnquiry at the principal dairies ip 
Edmonton showed that the average 
price for butter during the year was 
twenty-seven and three-quarter cents 
per pound. For January the average 
was thirty-one cents, and for Febru: 
ary thirty-three cents. Mr. &E. 
Sevigny of St. Albert during the year 
delivered eleven thousand five hun- 
dred and fifteen pounds of cream, for 
which he received $970.42. He kept 
at that time only twelve cows, which 
means he made a profit of $80.87 per 
cow. Mr. George Wilkerson, near Le. 
duc, received altogether $2,145 for 
twenty-five thousand four hundred 
and eighty-seven pounds of milk ship- 
ped. This was the product, of forty 
cows and meant an average of $8.41 
per hundred pounds. Mr. A. J. Davia 
of Cherry Hill Farm at Clover Bar 
delivered one hundred and fifty theu- 
sand eight hundred and forty-nine 
pounds of milk to the Edmonton 
Dairy, for which he received $2,820, 
He obtained an average for the year 
of $120.50 from each cow. 

Money In Hogs and Sheep 

“Hog-raising, as a result of the 
dairying, is profitable, and more far 
mers every year are getting into pork 
production. Corn is not a successful 
crop in eur section, but the farmers 
find barley a good. substitute, and as 
prices for bacon remain high the year 
round there is a good margin left for 
the producer. Sheep are not raised 
extensively in our district, although 
every condition is there to make them 
profitable. Those who have gone into 
this brand of live stock husbandry 
have invariably been successful. The 
prices for mutton and woo! are most 
attractive. Mr. E. A. Walker, in Strath. 
cona district, formerly of Braut conn- 
ty, Ontario, is one of a number 
who are making well out of sheep. 
Mr. George F. Root of Red Deer, for. 
meriy of lowa, brought over 2,625 
lambs from Montana in October. These 
animals were in the worst possible 
condition, having been starved all sum- 
mer in Montana. Notwithstanding 
this, however, Mr. Root’s entire loss 
during the winter amounted to only 
alneteen head. 

. Poultry Pays 

“Poultry-raising is advancing by 
leaps and bounds in our portion of 
Alberta. Those who have been mak- 
ing a specialty of poultry declare they 
can raise heavier birds at less ex- 
pense than elsewhere, and With rea 
sonable care they get satisfactory 
results in the way of eggs. The 
market for poultry and eggs is 
practically unlimited, and prices rule 
very high. Dressed poultry is readily 
saleable at from fourteen to twenty 
cents per pound, and eggs bring from 
twenty to sixty cents per dozen, 
though the market usually touches the 
lawer figure for only a brief period. 
The railway companies report that mora 
than 200 carloads of poultry products 
Were shipped into Alberta tn 1910,
